The memorial program for John Muir, a 
ale event before the Second World War, 


was revived with the April 22, 1956 pro- 


grame It is the object of the John Muir 
Memorial Association to form an associat- 
ion to raise funds for the restoration of 
the two Muir homes and the Muir graves 

in this area as a State Monument. 

The program was held in a newly 
ploughed, just leafing-out orchard near 
a huge and beautiful eucalyptus tree 
beside the graves of John Muir and his 
wife in Alhambra Valley. About 250 
people attended, including Sierra Club 
members Mildred Hilkey and Amy Deeter. 

It was a lovely warm day and the pro- 
gram of music and commemorative address- 
es inspiring. The program opened with 
a processional by the Piedmont High 
school Kiltie Band, followed by an in- 
vocatione The main address "John Muir, 
Son of the Wilderness"? was given by 


Brother Cornelius of St. Mary"s College. 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Sax, restorers of the 
Muir-Strentzel Home, and other distin- 
guished guests were introducede Inter- 
spersed with the talks, lovely hymns and 
Scotch airs were presented, closing with 
the singing of Auld Lang Syne.’ 

It was a dignified, warm and alto- 
gether befitting program, organized by 
Judge Wakefield Taylor, who also acted 
as Chairman. Brother Cornelius of St. 
Mary’s College had personally known John 
Muir and his son-in-law, Tom Hanna, and 
so spoke with feeling of the many great 
interests and events in the life of John 


Muir. He mentioned a few of the great 


“men who had been friends of Muir and 
helped in establishing the parks we en- 
joy today: men as the painter Keith, the 
philosopher Emerson, Teddy Pooacvelt and 
William E. Colby. It was through his
